Jury Exonerates Mrs. Hull In 
Fatal Crash; Is Not Convinced 


Milwaukee Driver Gave Signal 


Rudolph Peterson, 45-year-old 
M ilwaukee, W it., driver involved 
in the accident in w hich Stanley 
\V. Hull, Jr., aged eigh t m onths, 
was fatally injured last Monday 
afternoon, renewed f 1.000 bail 
Friday evening for his appear 
anre here A ugust 27 for a pre­ 
lim inary hearing on a charge of 
involuntarv m anslaughter. 
T hat action follow ed a cor­ 
o n ers inquest at the W arner 
hospital at w hich a jury found 
no evidence to prove negligence 
on the part of Mrs. I arrie Hull, 
66, C ham bersburg street, gran d ­ 
m other of the accident victim 
and driver of the car in which 
the child was riding. 
The sam e verdict had this to

I rge Hazard Rem oval 
The Milwaukee butcher, who with 
hi* wife was touring the Gettysburg 
battlefield enroute to Virginia to 
Join their daughter al the time the 
accident occurred, plated hi* bail 
bond before Justice of the Peace 
Robert P Snyder who will hold the 
hearing later this month At the 
same time Peterson posted $15.50 
bond on a charge of attempting a 
left turn m the face of oncoming 
traffic 
The jury added a recommenda­ 
tion that the attention of the state 
Department of Highways be called 
to the need 
for correcting 
the 
‘ serious traffic hazard that exist* 
at this hilltop intersection *' 
The jurors also wrote into their 
findings the fact that they had 
“been impressed with the sincerity 
of the witnesses and their efforts to 
testify to the truth as they saw It.” 
C onflicting Accounts 
Mrs Hull, Mr and Mrs Peterson 
and Eugene Shaw', Tyrone, Pa driv­ 
er of a car following Peterson, gave 
the principal testimony—in addition 
to that of the investigating officer. 
Private David K James of the state 
police -and presented two conflict­ 
ing pictures of the manner in which 
the accident occurred 
According to Mrs Hull and Shaw, 
the local woman swerved to tho right 
and passed in front of the Peterson 
car as the Wisconsin man attempted 
a left turn off the Lincoln highway 
into the Lee Museum driveway The 
Peterson*, said they did not see Mrs. 
Hulls car until they heard the 
screech of brakes, the crash of her 
collision with a parked machine and 
then saw her car cross the highway 
and go into the ditch. They con­ 
cluded that Mrs Hull must have 
come by after their car was off the 
highway The Peterson car was not 
touched in the series of crashes in­ 
volving the Hull machine 
Dr C. G 
Crtst, Adams county 
coroner, conducted the inquest In 
the directors room in the hospital 
basement where Mrs. Hull, still a 
patient at the hospital, was brought 
in a wheel chair, her face still dis­ 
colored from accident bruises Mem­ 
bers of the jury were Mrs Ethel 
Crist, Mr*.

Countians Vow They Saw Huge 


Mountain Lion, Once With Cubs 


Has anyone seen Adams county’s 
mountain lion lately? 
On at least three occasions in 
the last six months a big. gray-tan 
cat-like animal has been sighted by 
reputable citizens who believe they 
were looking at a female mountain 
lion—once with four cubs playing 
by her side 
Last February 12 when there was 
a light covering of snow on the 
ground. Russell Durboraw, Gettys­ 
burg R. I. Cumberland township 
farmer and school director, saw the 
unusual animal within a few hun­ 
dred feet of his farm buildings. 
He had field glasses-but no gtfn 
—and studied the big cat as it stood 
out sharply against the light back­ 
ground

Rock road, was plowing for corn j 
when he saw a big. tawny animal 
lying on a sunny slope above him 
with what appeared to be four cubs 
playing around her. 
He drove the tractor to his farm 
buildings, got his deer rifle and in­ 
vited his wife. Rita, to go along to 
help identify the ‘ critter.’’ As they 
approached, they found the '‘Hon” 
at the same spot, sitting warily on 
her hunches but the cubs were not 
in sight. 
Warner fired a shot at the animal

KYE HOLDS AND IMPROVES 
SOILS 
A two-inch fall of rain is not un­ 
common. But if this much water 
should come down in one m am moth 
splash it would exert power suffi­ 
cient to lift a 7-inch layer of soil 
three feet into the air. Unseen and 
often unrealized, this may occur in 
m iniature or slow-motion wrhen nor­ 
mal rains, especially those in late 
fall and winter, fall on bare garden, 
orchard and cropped farm land It i* 
to prevent this potential bankrupt­ 
ing menace of escaping soils th at all 
gardeners, orchardists and farm ers 
should consider w inter rye as a cover 
crop. 
But the merits of rye do not by 
any m eans end with the coat it fur­ 
nishes to bare soils over 
winter. 
W hen grown for this vital purpose 
rye may be turned under the follow­ 
ing spring to deepen shallow* soils 
and lighten heavy loams, thereby 
rendering such soils more capable 
of retaining falling water and thus 
! reducing costly run-off.s. Too, more 
green m anure in the soil enables 
crops to w ithstand droughts with 
less loss of vigor and to increase 
yields and improve crop quality. Few 
other investm ents of labor and m a­ 
terials pay a greater cycle of increas­ 
ing rewards than the growing of rye 
as a winter cover and green m anure 
crop 
Rye may be seeded for these dual 
roles from m id-August until early 
November. W here rye as both cover 
and green m anure is most needed 
! on thin soils, it should Ire seeded in 
J August, certainly not later than the 


J last IO days of the month. But of 
I course, if the soil is still occupied 
! by an unharvested crop, such as late 
vegetables, 
corn or 
other cereal, 
! seeding may be wisely done as Late 
i as already suggested but as soon as 
the occupying crop is harvested. In 
other w-ord.s, sow rover rye as soon 
after the middle of August as pos­ 
sible. 
Between rows of bramble fruit*— 
raspberries.* blackberries, dewberries 
and boysenberries—rye may be seed­ 
ed early to protect tile soil and to 
turn under in the spring to increase 
the vital supply of organic m atter 
the^e fruits demand 
On garden areas where unusually 
early vegeables will tx* started, such 
as extra early peas, beets, asparagus, 
celery and others, rye may be seeded 
for its winter cover m erits and w hat­ 
ever green m anure it will furnish by 
early March plowing tim* Tile cover 
worth alone will represent big divi- 
' dents. 
| 
R ate of seeding ranges from four 
to eight pecks per acre. Broadcast 
is preferred to drilling on sloping 
land unless drilling is done on con­ 
tour to avoid surface washing until 
the plant* are high enough to hold 
the soil. Covering one-half inch deep 


is satisfactory on heavier types of i 
soil, as much as two inches may be J 
advisable on lighter loams. 
Farm ers whose land i>ermits the j 
risk may pasture winter rye lightly 
in late fall and even during 
m i l d I 
periods over winter when tram ping j 
will not injure tile plants. But of 
course, grazing should not impair 
growth to the degree where there 
is not a cushion of growth adequate! 
to prevent the aoli-bouncing e ffect.I 
of falling rain Toe, it is doubtful ii 
spring top growth is nearly as valu­ 
able as pasturage as It is for soil 
improvement. 
Rye makes better growth on poor 
land than m ost oilier cover crops. 
Thus it serves best where it is m o st! 
needed Again, winter rye shiuld bi1 
seeded earlier on thins soils than 
on fertile land in order to a ttain 
comparable growth before winter to j 
protect otherwise barren soils from 
escape.

CARROTS FOR ALL-WINTER USL 
Tile first week of August is deemed 
the final safe date for starting car­ 
rots for the im portant late crop, j 
Most varieties require 70 to 80 days 
to m ature roots from date of sowing. 
Therefore, August I sowing will bring j 
roots to harvest size in mid-October. 
Of course, the plants are not injured 
by light frosts and may be left un­ 
harvested 
until 
freezing 
weather 
nears. 
Every 
gardener 
with 
adequate 
space should grow a liberal crop of 
late carrot*. At least five sound rea­ 
sons are offered: <1> Late carrots 
profitably occupy otherwise idle gar­ 
den soil from where earlier vege­ 
tables have been harvested; <2) They 
require a minimum of work in sta rt­ 
ing and tillage except to keep weed- 
and grass removed; (3) Carrots yield 
a heavy food crop; (4> The plants 
are 
rem arkably 
free from 
insect 
enemies and diseases while the roots 
are exceptionally hardy and easy to 
store; (5) No other hardy late vege­ 
table is so'filled with healthful nu tri­ 
ents which are retained all winter in 
simple burial mounds. 
It is futile to attem pt to grow car­ 
rots successfully on hard, shallow-, 
clayey, stony, cloddy, trashy soil. 
The loam must be deeply mellow^ 
free from clods, well .supplied with 
m oisture-holding humus, and fertile. 
In m ost gardens there are abundant 
areas left from earlier vegetables 
which measure up to these require­ 
ments. 
No time can be lost in delayed seed 
germ ination for this final crop. Seed 
should be covered very shallow with 
fine soil and the rows coated with 
pulverized, well rotted compost or 
sim ilar litter. This keeps the soil 
from crusting and thus hindering 
emergence of the fragile seedlings. 
Too, the covering can be kept suit- 
r>V*11* mnict unripe t.hp 
to 


hasten germination. Both steps are 
im portant time savers and plant 
boosters. 
Sow seed quite thick and later thin 
the plants to stand IL* to 3 inches 
apart in the row. If used directly 
from the garden, carrots are at their 
tastiest peak of tender goodness 
when they are harvested at the 
“baby” stage when roots are slightly 
less than an inch in diam eter at 
their widest part. 
If the earlier vegetable was lib­ 
erally fertilized, no additional fer­ 
tilizer will be needed for late carrots. 
However, if there are any doubt. 
on this score it may be wise to 
broadcast acid phosphate and work 
it into the top soil before planting 
time. But under no circumstances 
should beginners expect commercial 
fertilizers to correct soil defects. 
Fertilizer is merely a stim ulant to 
serve most effectively where soil is 
already satisfactory. 
Too much emphasis cannot be 
placed on the im portance of having 
an abundant supply of fresh carrots 
on hand for family use all winter. 
Here is a vegetable th a t is “crammed" 
with valuable vitamins and minerals. 
Housewives should cease the foolish 
and wasteful practice of peeling car­ 
rots. Most of their nutrients are in 
or directly beneath the thin skins. 
As already mentioned, carrots may 
be left in the ground until freezing 
weather nears. Then they should be 
harvested, topped and buried in well 
drained mounds. Basement or cellar 
.storage usually result* in shriveling 
with a considerable loss of food val­ 
ues and tenderness. Burial is safer 
and more economical as a means of 
storing this and most other root 
crops.

C»t riling Wise To Pistons 
It is interesting to note what can 
be done these days with pistons 
which have seen hard service. Three 
Afferent methods are used for re­ 
sizing pistons, for instance.

Some oddities 
have boun discovered in piston be­ 
havior, too.
